Nixon, who met the day before 
with

Ismail Fahmi, said Thursday his 
discussion

constructive “ as were the talks 
yesterday.” 
The President’s remarks created 
speculation that Mrs 
Meir and 
Fahmi 
might 
meet 
secretly 
to 
resolve their differences, but there 
was no official word on such a 
session. 
UPI reporter Thomas Ackerman, 
reporting from the ceasefire lines in 


Egypt, said Thursday soldiers from 
the two sides have begun to mingle 
and chat despite occasional clashes. 


Israel reported turning back an 
attempt by 
150 Egyptian troops 


earlier in the day to break out of 
encircled positions on the east bank 
of the Suez Canal A spokesman said 
the clash was brief and there were 
no reported casualties.

allocation of heating oil for homes, 
jet fuel, kerosene, and diesel fuel 
went into effect Thursday as the 
coldest weather of the season rolled 
across the Rocky Mountains. 
Georgia 
officials 
said 
some 
schools may have to close, a diesel 
shortage threatened the agriculture 
industry in California, bus service in 
Washington may be stopped for lack 
of fuel, and the airline industry said 
it is canceling 300 flights a day. 
The 
energy 
crunch 
was 
not 
confined 
to 
the 
United 
States. 


Western European nations, which 
import 80 per cent of their fuel from 
the Middle East, were told Arab oil- 
producing 
countries 
are 
cutting 
back up to 26 5 per cent of the oil 
they have supplied. The announce­ 
ment was seen as a move to 
pressure Western nations toward a 
pro-Arab settlement of the Middle 
East conflict. 


Canada announced a 27 per cent 
increase in the export tax on crude 
oil shipped to Uie United States and 
allowed Eastern Canadian oil and 
gasoline prices to rise 2 cents a 


gallon 
And Saudi Arabia became the 
eighth 
Arabian country 
to stop 
exports of oil to Holland altogether 
saying the 
Netherlands are too 
sympathetic to Israel. 
Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. 
Morton predicted the United States, 
which gets only about 10 per cent of 
its petroleum from Arab nations, 
would share with West European 
nations the foreign oil supplies left 
available to them and the United 
States after the Arab cutbacks and 
reductions of oil shipments to the 
West.

Details illustrating the critical 
shortage of medical practitioners 
crop up in various quarters. Some of 
the more telling cam e in written 
responses to a Record questionnaire 
to local physicians. Some surfaced 
after an initial story telling about a 
citizens group that has tackled the 
problem. 
The area has lost a number of 
general practitioners in the last 
couple of years: one resigned to 
take over the hospital’s emergency 
room contract service; one is semi- 
retired because of age; 
one, a 
woman, took a leave of absence 
about a year ago because of the 
press of family responsibilities; one 
is prepared to retire next year at the 
age 
of 
about 
60; 
personal 
circum stances 
have 
prevented 
another from practicing and have 
reduced the role of another. 
The 
shortage 
of 
doctors 
has 
caused many individuals to seek 
medical attention in other cities but 
what is even more illustrative of the 
general problem, the shortage has 
caused 
individuals 
in 
growing 
numbers to seek routine medical 
attention 
at 
Lompoc 
Hospital’s 
em ergency 
room 
in 
lieu 
of 
consulting 
their 
own 
physicians 
which they probably don’t have. 
The emergency 
room 
is 
now 
staffed 24 hours a day, but in the 
near past, members of the local 
medical 
fraternity 
took 
turns 
covering the facility on call. When 
someone came to the emergency 
room door with a medical problem, 
a particular doctor was called. 
It was a burden each of the 
doctors shouldered under duress, 
mindful of the limits of his own time 
and energy. 
Some of the frustration is evident 
in the remark of one doctor, who 
said he didn’t mind getting out of 
bed in the dead of night to handle a 
real emergency, but when he came 
to the hospital, on call, only to find 
someone with a simple stomach 
ache, it was almost too much to 
bear.

rather than a question of survival. 
There has been concern on the

Apparently this is no real problem 
K e n n e t h 
W i c k s , 
h o s p i t a l

adequate first aid before they are 
transferred. It’s not a matter, in 
other words of waiting to get the 
first aid at the other hospital. 
Whatever can be said about the 
problem from the patient’s point of 
view, the shortage of doctors may 
be having a serious impact on the 
doctors themselves. Doctors are 
o v e r w o r k e d

obstetricians) 
physically 
and 
emotionally and 
the strain 
has 
spread to their families.

Agriculture industry in danger? 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The wheels of California s $6 
billion agriculture industry could “ grind to a halt’ at any 
time because of a critically short supply of diesel fuel, top 
state farm official predicted Thursday 
Deputy Director of Agriculture Robert Hartzell called 
the situation a “ crisis” and said it “ will carry right down 
the chain to the consumer ”— meaning higher prices 
“ I think it’s a very critical situation in California and I do 
think we could see the wheels of agriculture grind to a halt 
if we don’t get additional fuel,” Hartzell said 
Meanwhile at a Capitol news conference, Lt. Gov Ed 
Reinecke, head of the new state Energy Planning Council, 
blamed the fuel situation on a new federal fuel allocation 
plan that went into effect Thursday. 
Reinecke, a 1974 Republican gubernatorial contender, 
called the program a classic “ bureaucratic foulup 
Reinecke announced the appointment of former state 
geologist Wesley Bruer to the newly created post of state 
energy coordinator to ease “ the very immediate and severe 
effects” of the federal allocation program. 


Reinecke predicted the program would result in many 
school closures because of fuel shortages for buses and the 
rotting of millions of dollars worth of crops in the fields due 
to the expected lack of diesel oil 
Earlier, at the monthly meeting of the State Board of 
Food and 
Agriculture, C. Brunei Christensen, state 
agriculture director, called the situation “ bad and 
hazardous.” 
Hartzell said the shortage would affect the present har­ 
vesting of rice, corn, sorghum and sugar beets Also under 
a severe threat was winter plowing for all spring planting 
He said that an adequate supply of fuel for heating 
systems to protect California’s vast vineyards and citrus 
fields was in jeopardy Agriculture is the state’s No 1 
industry and 40 per cent of all fruits and vegetables 
consumed in the nation come from California 
The problem. Hartzell said, was two-pronged One, under 
the mandatory federal fuel allocation program states will 
get monthly amounts of fuel equal to the corresponding 
month of 1972.

Pentagon dumps plan to keep COs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Pentagon has scrapped a 
controversial proposal to make conscientious objectors 
stay in the service, but it may ask Congress to require that 
they reimburse the government for their military education 
when they leave. 
During 1972, 2,285 active members of the armed forces 
applied for conscientious objector status. Twenty-five per 
cent were turned down, 10 per cent were shifted to non­ 
combat roles and 65 per cent were allowed to leave the 
service. 


ByBar?ss, Discovery may 
produce clean energy 


United Press International 
The discovery of a new kind of nuclear reaction which 
may be able to produce “ super-clean” energy without 
radiation hazards common to present nuclear power plants 
was disclosed by scientists of the Atomic Energy 
Commission (A EC) Thursday 
AEC physicist Thomas A. Weaver, who announced the 
discovery at a meeting of the American Physical Society in 
Philadelphia, said it would require “ major advances’ in 
technology to make it practical for energy production, 
since it requires heat of 3 billion degrees, but he said it 
would be worth it to try. 
In a related development, the AEC said Thursday an 
experimental device for uranium enrichment broke apart 
Oct. 20 under the stress of centrifugal force, releasing a 
small amount of uranium hexaflouride into a work area in 
Oak Ridge, Tenn 
“ There were no personal injuries,” the AEC statement 
said ‘‘Approximately 4 ounces of uranium hexaflouride 
were released in the building, but there was no radioactive 
overexposure of personnel Many other centrifuges were 
unaffected by the incident and are continuing in test opera­ 
tion.” 
Weaver said the discovery of the new, safer reaction 
“ contradicts the widespread belief that fission releases 
energy 
only 
in heavy elements like uranium and 
plutonium.” 
“ It produces virtually no lingering radioactivity and thus 
could De the basis for super-clean power plants, ’ he said.

Project IDEA continues locally 


An all-out effort by Lompoc PTAs to continue the 
county schools Project IDEA program here will 
culminate in two meetings next week — and in 
continuance of the program. 
Parents interested in learning about the project and 
in helping it get underway here are invited to attend 
either of the meetings. A score of mothers already are 
committed to be at each meeting. 
One, called by Mrs. Craig Stickney, Arthur Hapgood 
School PTA, will be Tuesday at 9:30 a.m. in her home, 
1017 West Airport Ave. 
The other, called by Mrs. Eugene Gumplo, La 
Canada School PTA, will be Wednesday at 9:30 a.m. at 
the First Presbyterian Church, 1600 Berkeley Drive. 
IDEA, a project of the County Board of Education, 
translates to Infant Development through Enriching 
Activities at home. 
It is a federally-funded program, in operation for 
the past three years in the communities of Lompoc, 
Santa Maria, Guadalupe, Carpinteria, Goleta and 
Santa Barbara. 
This year, IDEA, directed by Dr. Charles Nagel, is 
one of only eight programs in the state selected for 
“incentive-grant funding.” 
That means IDEA and seven other programs are in 
the state’s “traveling seminar” that will present 
“Alernate Solutions 
to Educational 
Needs 
and 
Problems,” Wednesday from 8:15 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. in 
the county schools auditorium, 4400 Cathedral Oaks 
Road. From there, the seminar goes to Sacramento, 
Fresno and Oakland. 
Planned for youngsters from one to five years of 
age, 
IDEA works with parents to help them 
understand it is the environment at home, not at 
school, “that definitely affects children in all the 
years of their growth,” Dr. Nagel says. 
And during those first early years, he added, “the 
essential element in stimulating the intellectual and 
conceptual 
development 
of 
children 
is 
parent 
involvement.” 
Basically, Project IDEA works to increase the 
potential 
academic 
success 
of 
children... 
“by 
providing early language development through an 


intellectually stimulating program. ” 
Did it work? In Lompoc and other communities7 
Statistics show that it did One records that pre- and 
post- testing show that children in the program grew 
more than they would “normally” be expected to in 
thse pre-reading skills: social, language, fine motor 
and gross motor, Dr. Nagel reported to the County 
Board of Education. 
The average gain for all IDEA children, he added, 
was more than one month for each month in the 
program. 
Why did Lompoc PTAs decide to continue IDEA this 
year? 
These comments, from members of the Lompoc 
Mothers Groups in last year’s IDEA project, indicate 
why: 
— “I have found that my children aren’t the only 
ones who have gone through strange phases” ; “My 
husband is really surprised at our little boy and he 
pays more attention to what he can and can’t do, since 
we’ve been going to school” ; “Can my husband join 
the class? He wants to come, too.” “You encourage 
me because you seem just as proud of my baby as I 
am .” “I liked the program and hated to see it end.” 
For this mother, it won’t, thanks to Lompoc PTAs. 
The traveling seminar is open to all parents, school 
bo ,rd members, school district personnel and other 
interested persons.

Here’s a guy who has poured 
millions of dollars into American 
sports, and all he asks in return 
from his employes and the public is 
that they worship him like a god. 


If self-admiration were dynamite, 
Finley could blow the world apart 
with a match. But, as Finiey would 
tell you, he has no match. 


Despite his greatness, it’s a sad 
fact that the Finley Fan Club could 
hold its meetings atop the Oakland 
Coliseum flagpole, if it weren’t for 
the fact that the club’s only member 
has a heart condition which limits 
his ability to shinny. 
When Oakland ballplayers start 
discussing their owner, Don Rickies 
takes notes. 
Finley’s problem is that he is not 
blessed with the warmth and charm 
of, say, a Julie Andrews. Even when 
he comes up with a good idea, folks 
are likely to oppose it soley on the 
grounds that it was his idea. 
Plenty of folks would boo Finley if 
he came up with a cure for cancer. 
It’s unfortunate that this is the 
case, because the guy is unique 
among team owners in established 
sports leagues. He is probably the 
only true inventor. Regardless of his 
motivation, he is constantly thinking 
of ways to make his product more 
appealing to the masses.

Proposition 1 — Yes! 


California voters will go to the polls 
Tuesday 
to 
decide 
a 
single, 
vitally 
important 
issue 
— should 
this State 
restrict the taxing and spending powers of 
the State and limit the taxing powers of 
cities, 
counties 
and 
other 
local 
government 
agencies? 
Or, 
should 
we 
continue the present constitutional and 
statutory provisions regulating taxation 
and spending? 
Proposition I, the tax reform initiative, 
is not perfect. No legislation is ever 
perfect. But Proposition I, in our opinion, 
is a well thought out plan that faces up to a 
real issue: should government be able to 
write a blank check on the people's 
earnings or should taxpayers themselves 
be able to determine what percentage of 
their 
income 
dollar 
they 
will 
allow 
government to take from them. 
The growth of government, we believe, 
must 
be 
restrained. 
Before 
1930, 
government at all levels took but 15 cents 
from our average earned dollar. Today, 
government keeps nearly 45 cents. At this 
rate of growth, it is estimated that the 
California 
State 
budget 
would 
be 
approximately $47 billion in 1990 compared 
to the 1973-74 budget of $9.2 billion. Under 
the 
limitations of Proposition 
I, 
the 
projected revenue would produce a budget 
of $27.4 billion in 1990. 
Opponents claim that passage of this 
issue will result in the loss of educational 
funds. It appears to us that the facts prove 
that the allocation of future state revenues 
among 
various 
programs, 
including 
education, 
will 
still 
remain 
the 
responsibility of the legislature. To argue 
that 
since 
state 
revenues, 
although 
growing, will not increase as fast and 
hence state expenditures on education will 
be cut simply does not make sense. 
Financing of State education in California 
has historically followed a high priority 
pattern and there is no reason to believe 
this 
pattern 
will 
change. 
Granted, 
however, 
budgeting 
of 
educational 
programs will require a more judicious 
exercise. 
The argument that 
the passage of 
Proposition I will result in a tax shift to 
local governments can only be described 
as a scare tactic for it has no foundation of 
truth. In the words of the amendment

itself, the intent of the issue is “to effect 
an orderly reduction of the tax burden, 
without 
sh iftin g 
co sts 
to 
local 
governments.' 
The issue mandates the 
financing by the State of any new or 
expanded programs it orders for local 
governments and the legislature would 
have to approve such an appropriation to 
cover costs. 
The same government big spenders and 
bureaucrats that oppose Proposition I 
fought to the last inch Governor Reagan's 
welfare reform measures and Senate Bill 
90, the property tax relief-school aid 
measure. They were proved totally wrong. 
Welfare 
rolls 
have 
been 
reduced 
dramatically, 
the state's welfare and 
Medi-Cal savings now exceed $1 billion and 
aid to the deserving needy increased 
sharply. Senate Bill 90 resulted in school 
district after school district and county 
after county lowering taxes, including 
ours. 
Opponents say that there are adequate 
checks and balances built into our present 
system to prevent waste. Proposition I 
would merely add another check and 
balance — the people themself who, we 
are sure, will offset the pressure of the 
special interest groups at the State level 
who constantly propose money and more 
money 
for 
more 
and 
more 
services 
whether they are needed or not. It is a 
known fact that waste, greed and political 
pressures are deciding factors in who gets 
what from Sacramento. This measure, in 
our opinion, threatens to cut back on 
Democratic favors to the middle class and

Republican favors to the fat cats. 
Proposition I will provide the needed 
fiscal controls and yet provide for normal 
growth and resonable needs of the State 
and its citizens. It will force elected 
officials to budget judiciously.

Needed: warm winter

Barbara, there is an outside chance 
this winter that he or she may be 
attending classes in long underwear, 
overcoats, wool socks and gloves. 
Furthermore, some cold showers 
may be in order for all athletes. 
We have just read a bulletin from 
Vernon Cheadle, UCSB chancellor, 
outlining the 
seriousness of the 
energy crisis on the campus. 
Heat appears to 
be the most serious 
p r o b le m . 
T he 
campus completed 
a 
p ro p a n e 
g a s 
standby plant early 
this spring for use 
when 
directed by 
th e 
S o u th e rn 
C a lifo rn ia 
G as 
Company 
during 
cold winter periods. During a cold 
period, the gas company would 
cease supplying the campus with 
natural gas and the campus would 
provide their own heating standby 
fuel, propane. With restrictive use, 
the 
supply of propane can 
be 
stretched to cover a maximum of 


seven days. Had the standby plant 
been in operation last winter, it 
would have been used for periods 
equivalent to about 14 days. 


Until recently, the University had 
expected that when their supply of 
propane gas was consumed, new 
supplies 
would 
be 
available. 
However, a recent federal order 
now prohibits the sale of propane to 
all but a priority list of users. 
University campuses are not on the 
priority list. 


“This means that, if we have a 
cold winter and if we exhaust our 
supply of propane, 
all campus 
boilers would have to be shut down 
and buildings would not be heated,” 
C hancellor 
Cheadle 
stated . 
“Further, there will be no supply of 
hot water. 
Those who will 
be 
affected 
the 
most 
in such 
an 
eventuality, whether of short or long 
duration, 
will 
be 
dormitory 
residents and persons engaged in 
laboratory experiements requiring 
controlled heating.” 


Married student housing will not 
be affected by a possible gas 
shortage as they are not connected 
to the campus propane standby 


system. 
To 
further 
com plicate 
the 
problem, Chancellor Cheadle urges 
that “extreme caution” must be 
exercised in the use of electric 
heaters since such heaters can 
easily 
overload 
circuits 
and 
“literally blow out the electrical 
system.” 
UCSB is hoping for a warm, warm 
winter.

30 destroyers and a supplementary 
contract 
for 
helicopter

shops. Mrs. Smith was contending 
for the Bath Iron Works in her own 
state, a shipbuilding firm of long 
standing 
Mississippi got the contract for 
the destroyers with a top ceiling of 
$2.2 billion, with Litton Industries as 
the builders, although Litton had 
never built a ship. Already cost 
overruns on the helicopter landing 
craft threaten to spill over the 
destroyer contract. The joke on 
Capitol Hill is that Mississippi has 
so many defense contracts the state 
is in danger of sinking into the gulf. 


When Mrs. Smith was defeated for 
re-election 
last 
November 
one 
reason was said to be her failure to 
get dc fense business for Maine 
Senator Stennis is an honorable 
man who won wide sympathy when 
he was near death following a 
holdup outside his home here. But, 
at 72, after many months in the 
hospital he was hardly qualified for 
the demanding task of reviewing the 
White House tapes to make sure the 
summaries accurately reflected the 
content.

was under the so-called

In that 
role has has successfully blocked 
civil rights and other legislation 
anathema to the deep south 
What is even more important, he 
is president pro tempore of tne 
Senate This means he is next in line 
after Albert, who is 65, to succeed, 
at the age of 69, to the presidency

the President is showing that by 
outmaneuvering congress he may
